have brought about a considerable 
improvemen In crops In those sec- 
tions. More rain, however, is need- 
ed in some portions." 


The review said that while the 
corn crop has improved in some 
sections, In others it has deteriorat- 
ed because of the lack of 
mols 
ture.. This year's production was 
estimated at 86,796,000 bushels, 5,- 
317,000 bushels greater than on July 
1 and compared with an actual pro- 
duction of 99,162,000 bushels In 1928. 
Despite an increased cptton acre- 


age production probably will be 
less than a year ago. August 1 fig- 
ures indicate production in 
the 


Eleventh Federal Reserve district 
will reach 5,672,000 bales as com- 
pared with 5,946,000 bales in 1928. 
Ranges and livestock in the dis- 
trict remained In good condition al- 
though some sections and many lo- 
calities suffered from dry weather, 
grass Is beginning to burn in some 
areas and shock water la being de- 
pleted.

pointed to the federal bench. 


Although not yet 50 years of age, 


the judge's hair is iron gray and 
he is one of the nation's veteran 
jurists. When he was appointed to 
the federal district bench here in 
1918 by President Wilson he was 
only 38, the third young At judge to 
be named by the war leader. 


The year before, Hutcheson had 


been elected mayor. The preferen- 
tial ballot 
system 
designated by 


Hutcheson was in use. In a hot 
prohibition flight the young lawyer 
did not align himself with either fac- 
tion and slipped in winner over three 
opponents. After seven months he 
relinquished his post at the city 
hall to accept the federal judgeship. 


There are few people In this sec- 


tion of Texas who nave not attend- 
ed Judge Hutcheson's court or read 
of his administration of justice. He 
has sat on the bench of the three 
other federal districts of Texas, 
two in Louisiana and has held court 
n New York. He also has presided 
over the Fifth Circuit Court of Ap- 
peals.

have 
perfectly 
normal 


speech organs, but do not 
exercise them because of 
their inability to hear spok- 
en words. 
With them the 


underlying cause of their 
inability to talk is deafness. 
Since imitation 
is such -a 


er of the pronounced factor in the de- 
production velopment of speech in chil- 
to 67,000. dren, careful tests should be 


made of al1 speech defec- 
tives for the 
discovery of 


partial deafness which may 
easily account for the imper- 
fect speech. 
Such children 


should always be 
referred 


to an ear specialist for treat- 
ment; and if treatment is in- 
effective, lip reading should 
be taught. 


Imperfect speech may al- 


so be caused by. malforma- 
;ion of the speech-producing 
organs, 
such as harelip, 


very short upper lip, narrow 
palate, cleft palate, nasal 
obstruction, tongue-tie, and 
irregular 
teeth. 
Carefu 


search should be made for 
the presence of malforma- 
tions in order that prompt 
corrective treatment 
and 


speech education may be 
carried out. It is the opin- 
ion of a number of special- 
ists that in cleft palate bet- 
ter speech is obtained in 
those who have not been op- 
erated upon than in those 
who have, when supplied 
with proper corrective den- 
tal contrivance, because the 
muscles in such cases 
are 


free to adjust themselves, 
eventually resulting in more 
nearly normal speech. 


The most usual form of 


speech disorder 
is "stam- 


mering" 
or 
"stuttering.1 


From the standpoint of de- 
velopment, there are two dis- 
tinct types, one which com- 
mences with the develop- 
ment of speech and the oth- 
er that begins after the child 
has learned to speak norm- 
ally. The first form is the 
most difficult to correct. 


The underlying cause of 


stammering is purely men- 
tal. 
It is essentially due to 


emotional disturbance, and 
implies lessened ability 
to 


meet a difficult situation. It 
s most frequently observed \

the 
so-called 
nervous 


they 
subconsciously 
fear 


that their speech organs will 
refuse to work and have the 
horror of being the object 
of ridicule. A sense of in- 
ferority develops, establish- 
ing a vicious circle—the 
greater the dread, the more 
imperfect their speech. 


According to some ob- 


servers, stammering is more 
or less common among left- 
handed children when they 
are taught to become right- 
handed writers. 
This opin- 


ion is largely responsible for 
the objection to educators 
attempting 
to train 
left- 


handed children to become 
righthanded. It is also be- 
lieved to be more common 
among boys than girls. 


Parents should not be de- 


luded by any expectation 
that the "child will outgrow 
the defect." 
Only the very 


m i l d 
c a s e s developed 


through imitation may be 
said to be outgrown when 
the increasing mental devel- 
opment of the child enables 
him to recognize and correct 
his mistake. 
On the other 


hand, the 
nervous speech 


disorders, when well devel- 
oped, are more difficult to 
correct, 
because they are 


curable 
only by 
special 


forms of re-education. Of 
late years, because of tha 
growing demand for the 
treatment of nervous defects 
such as stammering and 
stuttering, 
a 
number 
of 


speech clinics have been es- 
tablished through the coun- 
try, particularly by boards 
of education in the larger 
cities, for the correction of 
speech defects. 
The wise 


parents will take advantage 
of these clinics or will oth- 
erwise give attention to the 
speech disorders 
of their 


ihildren in order to remove 
the handicap in life which 
these disorders impose.

Proposed reform in the three ma- 
jor branches of rural credit may 
give the newly authorized Nation 
Co-Operative council an opportu- 
nity to prove its worth. 
Ratified at the annual meeting 
of the American Institute of Co- 
operation In Baton Rouge, the or- 
ganization, which proposes to co- 
ordinate farm thught on matters of 
national policy, waits only to In- 
corporate under the most favorable 
laws. It may choose the District 
of Columbia or one of the states. 
The council originally 
was to 
have been known as the National 
Chamber of Farm Co-Operatlves. It 
Is to be a 'forum for discussion of 
co-operative problems and to act 
for agriculture much like like the 
Chamber of Commerce 
of 
the 
United States acts for industry and 
business. 


While no such plans have been 


officially announced, it is believed 
the council may give attention fir«t 
to the questions of rural credit. 


Of the three major types, "pro- 
ductive credit" is taken care of 
fairly adequately by the interme- 
diate credit banks operating large- 
ly through 
agrricultural 
credit 
corporations which borrow money 
from the banks and make long 
time Wans'at low interest to farm- 
ers to help them through the pro- 
ductive period. 


"Commodity credit" Is handled 
by intermediate credit banks and 
Federal reserve banks which make 
loans direct to co-operatives. The 
national banks lend up to 90 days 
but the intermediate banks lend 
not less than six months. 
There is a great demand among 
commodity groups for intermediate 
credit bank loans of as little as 60 
days. They handle their products 
quickly and do not need six months 
oans. Neither do they wish to pay 
:he higher rates of Interest at na- 
tional banks for short time loans. 
The third class of credit Is that 


which co-operatives need for ex- 
pansion of 
physical 
properties. 


»anj> hold that the federal farm 
board inadequately approaches so- 
lution under its plan of providing 
loans for acquiring of new facili- 
ties.

TOMB OF EZRA ON TIGRIS 


PRESENT SHRINE FOR JEWS 


One of Sivhto of Bagdad Commemorates the Patriot 


Scribe of Return From Exile — Law-Observ- 


ance and Its Leader in the Life of the 


Reorganized Jewish People.

This morning'* mail brought me 


a copy of The Bagdad Time*— 
printed half in English and half in 
Arabic—containing a'report of the 
Commencement of the American: 
School for Boy* In Bagdad. On the 
hflrst page I noticed a display ad- 
'vertlsement:— 


"Nairn, the Safe Way. Trans* 


Desert Service, 
with 
Six-Wheel 


Pullman 
Cars. 
Convoys Leave 
Every Monday and Thursday from 
Bagdad for Syria, Connecting with 
Steamers at Beirut and Port Said." 


That advertisement carried me 


Into the heart of this Sunday school 
lesson.. I know those big Philadel- 
phia-made omnibuses, 
which are 


the most comfortable form of trans- 
port across the terrible desert; for 
I rode in the first of them that 


- made the Bagdad-Beirut trip. They 
are 
now escorted 
by armored 
cars, and accompanied by a con- 
voy of tourist can. 
Every round- 


the-world tourist who adventures 
this'journey count* It his most in- 
teresting experience. 


If the 'traveller> has imagination, 


he will have as companions on the 
way the immense companies of Is- 
raelites, under 
Zerubbabel 
and 


Ezra, who spent four months in 
traversing the distance that the 
automobile covers in twenty-four 
hours of running time. 
On the 


lonely wastes of the desert there 
is time,, and the mood, to muse up- 
on the significance of this highway 
in human history. By way of the 
modern-American, automobile, with 
its comforts and Its unique power 
(I had never before seen a car 
with a "low-low" gear), one may be 
carried into an appreciation of the 
hand of God in the affairs of men. 
Present-day lessons of patriotism, 
of religious .zeal and of abedlence 
to law, are plainly written for all 
who contemplate this trans-desert 
way, with its memories. 


~ A Tomb on the Tigris 
A new character, one of the most 
potent, enters Jewish history at 
the period of the present lesson. He 
is Ezra, the scribe and law-enforc- 
er. 
Things had got lax in the 


homeland, after the first return 
from the exile, even though the 
temple had been rebuilt. There 
was intermarriage with the gen- 
tiles, and a general 
disregard of 
the law -of Moses. When Esra led 


, his great band of pilgrims across 


the desert it was to reestablish wor- 
ship and righteousness. 


Something of. a local light upon 


the significance of Ezra is had by 
the popularity of his tomb, a great 
edifice, standing/ on the western 
bank of the Tigris river, a short 
distance below Bagdad. 
This 
la 


more than a sight for tourists; it 
is a shrine for all the myriads of 
Jews of the region. In the old land 
of the Exiles, Ezra Is still held in 
high honor. 
' 


With reason. He was passionate- 


ly a patriot. And no man is worth 
remembering who is not, in heart 
and In conduct, a loyal servant of 
his own country. We are hearing 
a deal nowadays about a vague "In- 
ternationalism;" but It Is the old, 
quenchless fire of patriotism that 
is going to solve our' problems. 
Love of one's own country, with 
good will and cooperation for all 
others, Is the master political sen- 
timent of mankind. The physicians 
of public ills who are prescribing 
the bread pills of "internationalism" 
need to read In this old book of the 
strong medicine of pulsing, pas- 
sionate, purposeful patriotism. If 
Ezra had not bien first of all an 
ardent Jew, he would have meant 
nothing to history. 


The Man Who Could Write 


Millions of persons will study this 


lesson: would that they all might 
ponder the significance of the fact 
that its central 
character 
was 
Ezra the scribe, the man who could 
write. For our times are tragically 
short of scribes of the Ezra type. 
Sophisticated scribblers we have a- 
plenty; but of wise, strong, dedicat- 
ed men, with an 
overmastering 


moral purpose, who can Interpret 
the needs of the day in the light 
of the will of Goa, there are few. 
It Is amazing, and almost incred- 


ible, how many clergymen there 
are who cannot write; or, at least, 
who do not write. Contemporary 
religious literature is in a perilous 
state, as revealed by the plight of 
the church press. Again and again 
newspaper editors have appealed to 
me for the- names of possible re- 
ligious editors. It may be soberly 
written down 
that 
one of the 


basic religious needs of the United 
States and Canada Is for Christians 
who can 
write—Christians . with 


brains and consecration and skill in 
popular presentation 
of the pro- 


roundest truths and in readable in-{silence concerning the place of re- 
terpretations of life's realties. Our 
theological seminaries seem to Ig- 
nore this situation entirely. 
We 


need modern Ezras and Lukes as 
truly as we need modern Isiahi and 
Pauls. 
_ 


Neither church, nor state can 


thrive without the support of strong, 
keen pens. One of the scantily- 
appreciated forces for wholesome- 
ness in our national life is the In- 
tegrity and courage and clear mor- 
al vision of the editorial writers of 
the land. Yet who ever heard,a. 
preacher pray for editors? 
And. 
Ezra was as definitely an editor 
as he was an author.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 27.—(.T)—In 
the face of an Increasingly inten- 
sive preliminary democratic attack, 
the senate finance committee re- 
publicans responsible for the 
re- 


written version of the house tariff 
bill are preparing, to lay the entire 
measure and the reasons for the 
changes they are sponsoring before 
the public. 


The text of the bill will be made 


public 
tomorrow by Chairman 


Smoot, and a tentative draft of the 
majority report to be submitted to 
the senate next week will be re- 
leased Thursday or Friday. Wheth- 
er a special effort to answer the 
most recent 
democratic attacks 
will be made at that time has not 
been indicated. 


One of those attacks, published 
today, came frbm the democratic 
national committee in a statement 
charging "the iniquitous character 
of the bill remains 
unchanged 


though some of its features have 
been altered" by the finance com- 
mittee majority. Describing the re- 
written measure as "intended to 
make a soft bed for the adminis- 
tration to fall upon," it said: 


"Defense of the pending bill on 
the ground that 'the finance com- 
mittee has removed the curse from 
the Hawley bill, as it passed the 
house, is a transparent subterfuge."

knows what is the average 
net 
income of the American farmer, 
but the bureau of agricultural eco- 
nomics strongly suspects it was not 
much more than $1000 last year. 


That figure would be hard 
to 
prove, as would any figure touching 
the finances of the farmer as an 
individual or a class. 
There are 


6,000,000 farms in the United States 
each an individual enterprise so in- 
dependent of even its next door 
neighbor that there can be no gen- 
eral codification of receipts 
and 


disbursements. 


However, 11,851 farms have turn- 
ed their financial records 
over 
to the department of agriculture 
and from them it is deduced that 
a cash balance of $1,090 represents 
all the cash the average farm of 
this group made available to the 
owner-operator to pay for his living 
expenses, take care of interest and 
principal of debts, and make Im- 
provements. 


The figures may not properly be 
used as "average" in computations 
purporting to apply to all farmers. 
They are "representative" in the 
sense that they Include large and 
small farms!, profitable and un- 


profitable; they produce prevailing 
types of products and are located 
in all parts of the country in about 
the same proportions as all farm- 
operated by their owners. 
Thus, average gross receipts for 
the 11,851 farmers reporting In 
1928 
were $2,608, consisting 
of 


$946 from sales of crops, $936 from 
sales of livestock, $689 from sales 
of livestock products and $37 f»om 
miscellaneous other Items. 
Average current cash expenses 


of these farmers totaled $1,518, con- 
sisting of $394 for hired labor, $238 
for livestock bought, $262 for feed 
bought. $67 for fertilizer. $46 
for 


seed, $184 for taxes on farm prop- 
erty, $151 for machinery and tools, 
and $176 for miscellaneous items. 


Receipts less the expenses listed 
average $1,090, In addition to which 
the farmer used home-grown food 
products valued at an average 
of 


$269. The value of fuel used and 
the house rent was not reported. 
On the other hand, the total of ex- 
penses ($1,518) does not include any 
allowance for the^ labor 
of the 
farmer and his family, which was 
estimated by farmers at an aver- 
age value of $768. 


Inventory values showed an in- 
crease during 1928 averaging $244, 
which, with the cash balance of 
$1,090, makes a return from 
the 


farm amounting to $1,334.

Infintesimal Soil Elements 


Largely Control Plant Life 


AMES, Iowa, Aug. 30.—W—Per- 


haps 30 elements, some of them lit- 
tle understood even by scientists. 
%xert a tremendous influence 
on 
plant life. 


They are found in the ash 
of 
plants, says Or. A. L. Blake of the 
plant physiology department 
at 
Iowa State 
college, 
and among 


them are aluminum, copper, boron 
or borax, magnanese, zinc and ar- 
senic. 


In small quantities these Infinit- 


esimal elements often act as stim- 
ulants to plant growth, while in 
larger quantities they prove fatal, 
Just as some drugs affect the ani- 
mal body. 


A bean plant, Dr. Blake says, 


uses .05 milligram of boron eacli 
week, of the three months it lived. 
The smallness of this amount may 
be understood when it is realized 
that a milligram Is .000035 ounce. 
Even in this small amount, which 
was determined only after exhaus- 
tive tests, boron is necessary 
to 
several plants. 


Paradoxical as It may seem, the 
copper that often is used in spray 
solutions and which is decidedly 
poisonous in effect aids the growth 
of lettuce and onions in certain 
muck lands of New York. 
BUT. 


when present in soil in which bar- 
ley is grown, even to the extent of 
one 
in 5,000,000 parts, 
copper 


slightly retards growth 


Manganese, on the other han-1. 


prods the root and top growth of 
barley to greater 
efforts 
when 
present in small amounts. When 
It passes a certain small maximum 
it retards ripening, works havor 
with the cell content, and causes 
"yellowing." 


Some mystery surrounds the part 


aluminum plays In plant growth. It 
is found in the ash of many plants 
but whether it Is easuntlal is not 
determined. 
In growing hydran- 


geas, which produce both red and 
blue flowers, the blue flower can 
be obtained only when aluminum Is 
in the soil. 


Dr. Blake says the presence or 
absence of these chemical elements, 
to small they can be detected only 
by accurate analysis, often cause 
trouble out of all proportion to their 
size or apparent importance. 
The chemical elements always 


recognized as necessary to plant 
growth —phosphorus, 
potassium, 


sulphur, calcium, iron and magne- 
sium— are well known and 
their 


effects measured. In recent, years 
prospectors in the plant and soil 
kingdom have been trying to solve 
the mystery of the smaller ele- 
ments which may affect plants as 
much or more than the larger anil 
common elements.•>
